1. AMBASSADOR TOOK OCCASION OF TALK WITH FONMIN ADMIRAL PATRICIO 
CARVAJAL SEPT. 17 TO REITERATE OUR CONCERN RE KHMER CREDENTIALS 
AND KOREAN QUESTION IN UNGA. RE KHMER, CARVAJAL ASSURED US 
CHILEAN DEL HAD RECEIVED INSTRUCTIONS ALONG LINES WE HAD 
SUGGESTED; RE KOREA, HE SAID CHILE'S POSITION SIMILAR TO OUR OWN. 

2. CARVAJAL SHIFTED DISCUSSION TO PROBLEM OF OAS AND CUBA. 

STRESSED CHILEANS COULD NOT AGREE THAT CHANGED WORLD SITUATION 
COULD BE BASIS FOR REMOVING SANCTIONS; TO CHILE, 

DECISIVE POINT WAS THAT CUBA STILL CONSTITUTED A THREAT 
TO OTHER AMERICAN STATES. CHILEANS WANTED TO BE SURE THAT TWO- 
THIRDS VOTE WOULD BE NECESSARY TO LIFT SANCTIONS. THIS POINT 
IMPORTANT BECAUSE CHILE HOPED THAT WITH URUGUAY, PARAGUAY, 
BOLIVIA, GUATAMALA, HAITI AND PROBABLY BRAZIL SHARING CHILE S 
HARD-LINE APPROACH, BLOCKING THIRD MIGHT BE ATTAINABLE. 

3. WE CONFINED OURSELVES TO NOTING THAT US POLICY VIS-A-VIS 
CUBA HAD NOT CHANGED AND AVOIDED DISCUSSION ON UPCOMING 
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PROCEDURAL PROBLEMS IN OAS. 

4. FONMIN CARVAJAL PLANS VISIT WASHINGTON UFTER HE MAKES HIS 
UNGA GENERAL DEBATE SPEECH SEPT. 27 AND WILL DOUBTLESS PURSUE 
MATTER.
